The delig hts o f rural life have been the 
tkemc o f many an orator and the refrain 
of many a poet.

Of the happy possibilities o f farm 
ing , there is no sort o f question; that the 
profession o f ag riculture does not take 
its true place amo ng the g reat interests o f 
this county there is no sort o f. question. 
The farmer’s ho me has possibilities for 
comfo rt and happiness equalled by no 
o ther earthly dwelling place. 
I prefer 
and hono r it above all others. 
I wish, 
this evening , to urg e the dwellers on 
farms to reach out after these possibili­ 
tie s, so that the farmer may take better 
care o f his family aud o ccupy his true 
place amo ng men o f affairs. 
The farm­ 
er's wife g ave ag riculture a strong en­ 
dorsement when she married a farmer. 
So metimes when she lo oks at her crooked 
f.nd stiffened fing ers, feels the ache in her 
back and contemplates the awfu’ drudg ­ 
ery o f her life, she co ncludes if it was to 
be done o ver ag ain she m L ht withhold 
t a at endorsement. 
She mig ht marry the 
man, but it would he after an anti nuptial 
ag reement that she should not live on a 
farm. 
The ordinary farmer is not a thing 
f beauty,no r to anyo ne so well acquaint­ 
ed with him as his wife, can he oe re­ 
g arded as a perpetual joy. 
The wife and 
< .other seldo m lias an ambition for her- 
telf, but she always has for her husband 
and children; and it sorely tries tho pa 
Fence of the farm matron to see her fam- 
.y in the lace for honor and profit drag ­ 
g ing along in the rear o f the procession. 
Her irritation is increased when just be- 
» re election, she o bserves her husband 
,nd sons dad m their ill-fitting g arments, 
with [drooping ears and mo uths ajar, 
listening to 
enco miums 
upon the de- 
g its and dig nity of farm life. 
The 
-armor's wife understands that farm life 
.can* hand work fur horse!I and her 
family and does not object 
She kno ws 
that droug ht means poor crops, and that 
over production may cause low prices, 
but she is well aware there is so mething 
¡.lore than this the matter with the farm; 
what it is she does not kno w and very 
much doubts if her husband does. 
She 
kno ws that by the strictest eco no my and 
fourteen hours of unceasing toll of every 
day in tho year, tho farm does not sup­ 
port tho family in the comforts which 
human being s are entitled to She under- 
Hands vag uely that there are such thing s 
hs mono po lies, tariffs, trusts and syndi­ 
cates, but just h vir they effect her hus 
band’s business she does not co mprehend, 
fehe feels he has all the troubles eco ­ 
no mic affairs are 
heir 
to, sa ve 
that 
which so worries our nation cong ress; 
namely a surplus; 
that pro blem he is 
« pared wrestling with. 
It S.* g enerally considered that these in­ 
terests and leg islation g enerally are ho s­ 
tile to ag riculture; but it is not for a 
wo man who is po werless to aflect leg is- 
hitioB to offer a remedy, but she would 
like to sug g est to the farmer that he 
tqnip himself with a sufficient amount 


I wish Busan Antho ny wo uld try hyster­ 
ic’s by her who le force on our National 
Cong ress. 
Witho ut wasting any time in politics 
the farmer’s wife is a busy wo man. To sa> 
no thing o f the pyramids o f pies and 
cakes, the ricks and stacks o f cookies 
and do ug h nuts and the thousand and 
o ne o f her other culinary manufactures, 
the farmer’s wife in thirty years ho use­ 
keeping will have made 18,720 loaves of 
bread. 
These lo aves if placed o ne on the 
other wo uld make a mo nument 0,300 feet 
in heig ht, or if laid leng thwise wo uld ex 
tend nearly four miles. 
Think o f a fari 
o aceoua obelisk nearly two miles hig h or 
a bread hig h-way four miles lo ng , made 
by o ne wo man, and tha

incident in her daily o ccupatio n. 
She 
lias in that time washed and ironed 1,500 
times; pared, boiled and mashed 3,120 
bushels o f potatoes; co o ked 1,500 bushels 
o f apples; shelled 150 bushels o f peas and 
conked cod-fish 0,240 times, and in 6,239 
different wnjs. 
W e see in this no well 
org anized plan on the part o f the hus­ 
band to “ cherish and protect.” 
This 
poor wo man needs more o f a chang e 
than is afforded by her annual vis t to the 
ounty fair; she wants to g » > o utside o f 
tbp to wnship in which she was born; she 
wants to see a mo untain o utside her child­ 
ren’s g eog raphy; she wo uld like to visit 
the Atlantic and see her familiar coil fish 
drawn 
dripping from 
the 
water; she 
long s to see the Pacific and learn how- a 
salmon looks outside o f a tin can. 
Path­ 
etic is this over wo rked wo man as she 
tries to stand ag ainst the ever advancing 
waves o f care, made dang ero us by the 
under to w of drudg ery; she tries to hold 
o nto her children who m she secs carried 
beyo nd her sympathies by better advan­ 
tag es and more leisure. 
By too much 
work she either sinks to her last rest, or 
sadder yet, she lives to be a stranded, use­ 
less, unlo vely wreck; left behind by her 
children instead o f leading them as a 
mo ther o ug ht in all g o o d thing s o f edu 
cation, morals and pleasure. 
You do n’t 
recog nize the wo man. 
Yo u think your 
wife “ g ro wing nervo us;” yo ur children 
say: “ mother do n’t k no w .” 
1 tell y» » u 
she is an over-worked woman. 
One word 
more to tho farmers o f Illinois; If yo ur 
condition is such as g enerally co nfessed, if 
the co ndition o f your wives approaches 
what 1 have indicated, may I not ask that 
yo u turn down your coat-collur, shake 
the hay seed from yo ur hair aud do so me 
thiug . 
If yo u are no t brave eno ug h to 
do it for youselves, do it for the suke o f 
yo ur 
wives 
and 
children. 
Yo u are 
numerically strong eno ug h to redress all 
the g rievances of which yo u complain, 
and yo u ore forever complaining . 
D o n’t 
be blinded any long er into protecting so me 
millionaire; protect yourselves and fa m ­ 
ilies. 
D o n’t be deluded any lo ng er with 
the idea that it i.> yo ur duty to pro vide 
arapleplividemis lor every mo no po ly ami 
manufacturing establishment in the co un­ 
try, with the notion that yo u are patri­ 
otically supporting American industries.
